he predicted, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek is plainly making a de- 
termined effort ‘to win back the 
sympathy of the United States, 
and if American policy in Greece 
and’ Turkey may be taken as a 
pointer, with some prospects of 
success.

“Twar the Communists are bent on 


prosecuting, guerifla warfare ‘in 
which: the loss of any particular 
point is not of very great im- 
portance so long as armies escap- 
ed being annihilated. Its _pro- 
totype is to he found in the Boer 
War when, after the fall of the 
capitals of the Orange Free State 
and the Transvaal, the Boers. 
were able to maintain the strug: 
gle ‘for quite a long time. That 
is what has.to be faced .in ‘China. 
The loss of the’ main centre in 
which ‘have been administered 
Communist affairs may cause 
them some inconvenience, but all

“1, Agreed :that partisans 
of Yugoslavia should be sup- 
ported by supplies and ecquip- 
ment to the greatest posalble 
extent.
